The Aux- 
iliary of Southwark, with its Associa- 
tions, Comprise a body of 650 active 
agents in the Bible cause, and the ag- 
gregate number of their subscribers ex- 
ceeds 12,000. 

Thus, through the medium of 559 
Auxiliaries, and some thousands of As- 
sociations, spread through the British 
dominions from Edinburgh to Cornwall ; 
from the Cape of Good } to St. He- 
lena; from Calcutta to Halifax ; is the 
British and Foreign Bible Society re- 
ceiving the voluntary tribute of thou- 
sands and tens of sof Chris- 
tians ;' while the blessings of those who 
were ready to perish, are falling in rich 
profusicn upon its founders and patrons. 

Can it now be necessary to institute a 
comparison between the British system, 
and the one we have just abandoned, in 
order to prove the superiority of the 
former? Can it be necessary to prove 
that the saine funds, when collected into 
one sum, and placed at the disposal of 
one Society, are capable of producing 
more extensive and beneficial effects 


| than when divided into one hundred and 
| eight distinct sums, and placed at the 


disposal of as many distinct Societies ? 
Will it be said, that these funds might 
have been occasionally unitedems objects 
which required more than cemmon ex- 
pense presented themselves? To this it 
is sufficient to answer, that such object® 
have presented themselves, but that such 
aunion of funds never did take place. 
Owing to the independence of our So- 


| cieties, and the consequent smallness of 


their funds, no edition of the English 
Bible has yet been printed for distribu- 
tion, which the eye of age can peruse 
with ease. If any object could have uni- 
ted the funds of our Societies, one would 
have supposed, it would have beena 
good edition of the English Bible. Let 
‘us see the course our Societies touk 
with respect to this important subject. 
The Philadelphia Society first pub- 
lished a stereotype edition ; but being a 
focal society, the state of its funds obli- 
ged it to print a cheep edition; and the 
Bibles of this edition are not of a larger 
type than our common School Bibies. 


| The New-York Bible Society, and the 


New-Yogk Auxiliary Society, next uni- 
ted to print a better edition ; and before 
this edition had issued from the press, 
the Baltimore Society commenced the 
publication of a third edition ; and before 
this is given to the public, the Philadel- 
phia Society announces its intention to 
print a fourth edition. “Thus at this mo- 
ment there are three stereotype editions 


publishing by different Societies ; and | 
these Societies are, at the same time, so- | 


liciting assistance to enable them to com- 
plete their respective editions. So much 
for a union of funds. 

The chief expense in stereotype print- 
ing, is in preparing the types: when 
this is completed, a number of plates 
may be formed with the same types; 
and the greater the number of plates, 
the less is the average expense ; as in 
the common mode of printing, the larger 
the edition of a book, the less is the cost 
ofa single copy. By a late report on 
the subject, made to the Board of Mana- 
gers of the American Bible Society, it 
appears, that two sets of plates from the 
sainc mould, will cost each $600 less 
than a.single set would cost; that if 
three sets be taken, there will be a saving 
on each of $800; and, in the same ratio, 
if four sets be taken, there will be a sav- 
ing on each of $1000. When the edi- 
tions now progressing shail be complet- 
ed, there will have been printed by our 
Societies, four erfarate editions, on 
which, had they been taken from the 
same mould, there would have been a 
saving of $4000! If it be asked, Why 
these Societies, after being at the ex- 
pense of the mould, have not cast more 
than one set of plates, the answer is ob- 
vious; Their scfarate funds were not 
equal to the expense of more than a sin- 
gle set. As there never has been, so 
there never could have been, a general 
union of funds. Let it be remembered, 
that the 108 Societies’: were scattered 
from oné extremity of the union to the 
other; and that before such an union 
could have taken place, the ob- 
ject must have been stated to each So- 
ciety, and the consent of 108 indepen- 
dent bodies first obtained. But not only 
was it necessary to obtain the approba- 
tion of these Societies to the proposed 
object ; but they were also to be satisfied 
with the manner in which, and the per- 
sons by whom, it was to be carried into 
effect. These difficulties, far from di- 
minishing, were becoming more formi- 
dable almost every day. The Societies 
were fast incre in number, and, as 
we shall presently , were losing that 
unity and simplicity of character, which 
can alone secure cordial co-operation, 

Our Societies were not only unable to 
concentrate their funds, but were actu- 
ally without atiy common plan of opera- 
tion, The Connecticut Society sent 
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York Society into the Eastern States: 
the Eastern Societies sent Bibles into 
Ohio ; and the Ohio Society into Louisi- 
ana. So far were our Societies from co- 
operating, that they did not even corres- 
pond, and were often ignorant of the ex- 
istence of each other. The Report of 
the New-York Society for 1812, states, 
that the Society had, in the course of the 
year, received a Report from but one 
Bible Society. The next year, it seems, 
‘their correspondence was enlarged, for 
they then heard of the proceedings of as 
many as three Societies. “The Reports 
of our Societies afford ample evidence, 
that they were generally better acquaini- 
ed with the transactions ofthe British 
Socicty, than those of Societies in their 
own vicinity. Asour Societies moved 

in small and distines spheres, their Re- 
ports were, for the mosieit, destitute 

of interest, and were seldom found be- 

yond the cgpfines of the districts in which 

they were written. But while the Re- 

ports of our Societies have not possessed 

sufficient interest to command general 

attcntion, the Reports of the British So- 

ciety, condensing the religious intelli- 

gence derived from its numerous auxi- 

liaries and correspondents, are among 

the most popular publications of the age ; 

have already passed through. two edi- 
tions, and are read with avidity both in 

England and America; and several of 
them have becn translated into foreign 

languages. 

Our Societies have, hitherto, found it 
dificult to collect a respectable audi- 
ence at their aniival meetings: but the 
annual meeting of the Britis: Society, is 
one of the most crowded and interesting 
assemblies in England, and is attended 
by individuals the most distinguished of 
any in the Kingdom, fu piety, elo- 
quence, and rank.

SOCIETY ISLANDS, 
IN THE SOUIH PACIFIC OCEAN. 

The aspect of our affairs it Eimzo, an 
island adjacent to Otaheite, has greatly 
improved. In a letter, data\ Jan. 14, 
1815, the Missionaries say, “Our con- 
gregation increases apace; fur stated 
bearers are about three hudired, and 
sometimes many more.” Titir school 
also, which consists chiefly ojadults, is 
well attended ; the number o scholars 
was then two hundred and inety-five. 
Large parties come over fron Taheite, 
and other islands, to hear tit gospel, 
and to obtain instruction in tle school. 
The number of those who hae desired 
that their names may be inscrijed among 
the worshippers of Jehovah exceds two 
hundred, exclusive of those who have 
removed from Eimeo, and of jthers who 
have died in the faith. 

Nor is it only in the islandof Eimeo, 
where the missionaries now side, but 
in Otaheite, Huaheine, Uliet@, Raiatea, 
Tahaa, and other islands yhich they 
have occasionally visited, tha the word 
of God has been heard and rejeived with 
pleasure.

‘ CHINA. 

Mr. Morrison, our excellent Mission- 
ary in China, still occupies his important 
Station, and pursues with unremitting 
diligence his studies and labors. He is 
not permitted publicly to preach the 
gospel, per can he openly distribute the 
scriptures which he has translated and 
prined. They are, however, widely 
circulated, especially in the Asiatic Isl- 
ands, The late rebellion in China has 
rendered the Government more jealous 
and suspicious than ever; so that not 
only the Roman Catholic religion and its 
professors have been apposed and perse- 
cuted, but all social meetings of a reli- 
gious kipd have been discouraged, lest 
cuiabinations of a political nature should 
be formed. No edict, it should be un. 
derstood, was ever issued against Mr. 
Morrison or his publications im particu- 
lar ; the edicts formerly referred to 
were directed against Roman Catholic 
books, and probably the restriction 
might be applied to the suppression of 
the Sacred Scriptures themselves ; but 
these were never circulated in such a 
way as to attract the notice of Govern- 
ment. Mr. Morrison wishes that an er- 
roneous impression made on the minds 
of many on this head may be corrected. 

Mr. Morrison is proceeding in bis 
great work of translating the Scriptures 
into the language of the Chinese. Du- 
ring the past year he has completed and 
printed the book of Genesis. The book 
of the Psalms was expected to be finish- 
ed by the close of the year. The British 
and Foreign Bible Society, highly ap- 
preciating the impertance of Mr. Mor- 
rison’s labors, have added this year to 
their former liberal donations to him, the 
sum of One Thousand Pounds. This is 
the third grant tothe same amount which 
has been made by this noble Institution. 

Mr. Morrison and his colleague will 
now be enabled to print off, from the 
Stereotype wooden blocks which are al- 
ready formed, any number that may at 
any time be required, without composing 
the matter anew, as must be done when 
metal maveable types are employed. 
Mr. Morrison is decidedly of i 
that for standard books, like the Scrip- 
tures, all that can be said in favor of me- 
tal stercotype, as used.in England, ap- 
plies with equal, if not greater force, to 
the Chinese wooden stereotype. The 
second, or daodecimo edition, of the 
New Testament, lately completed, and 
printed (as Chinese books mwust be,) on 
Chinese paper, and bound up, may be 
afforded at the price of half a dollar. 

Mr. Morrison is proceeding with the 
printing ef bis Cuiness Dictionary, a 
work sanctioned by the Directors of the 
Hon. East India Company, whose confi- 
dence in Mr. Morrison’s talents is fully 

evinced by their undertaking to execute 
this expensive work at their own cost, 
and sending out a press, types, and a 
printer, to Canton for that purpose. 

We have pleasure in being able to 
state, that Mr. Morrison’s Cuingse 
Gramman, printed by the Bengal Gov- 
ernment, is at length published. 

Mr. Miine, the worthy colleague of 
Mr. Morrison, was remarkably success- 
ful in the acquisition of the Chinese lan- 
guage, and being obliged by the Portu- 
guese to quit Macao, he visited, as was 
stated in our last Report, several of the 
Asiatic islands, especially Java, where, 
through the kindness of his Excellency 
Governor Raffles, he travelled about

TAVAY. - 

Letters.of a satisfactory nature have 
been received from Mr. Supper, who of- 
ficiates as one of the ministers of the 
Dutch Church in Batavia. He has been 
appointed Secretary of the Java Auxilia- 
ry Bible Society, and has laudably exert- 
ed himself in the distribution of the Eng- 
lish, Dutch, and Arabic Bibles, intrusted 
to his care, some of which have been 
sent to our Missicnaries, Mr. Bruckner, 
at Samarang, and Mr, Kam, at Amboyna. 
It affords the Directors pleasure to 
obse.ve that in this in many other 
instances, the efforts of the Missionary 
and Bible Societies are reciprocally use- 
ful to each other ; for while the Mission+ 
aries are forwarded in their work by the 
Bibles they receive from the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, that institution is 
benefited by the labors of the Missiona- 
ries both in translating and distributing 
the Scriptures. 

Mr. Supper informs us that the Chi- 
nese tracts sent him by Mr. Milne, were 
received by the people with unspeakable . 
gratitude, some of respéct- 
fully to the ground, and kissing the beoks 
which they received : but he adds that 
the Arabians, as well as the Chinese, 
said, “We want teachers to explain 
these things to us.” 

SAMARANG, 

IN JAVA, ABOUT 200 MILES FROMBATAVIA, 

Mr. Bruckner is at present one of the 

ministers in Samarang. He has visited 

the south-east part of Java, where he 
found hundreds of pe s called Chris- 
tians, but whe, from the want of religious 
instruction, are deplorably ignorant. He 
mentions the arrival of Mr. Trout, a Bape 
tist Missionary, who is learning the Ma- 
lay language, and with whom, he says, he 
hopesto proceed, hand in hand, in the 
work of the Lord. 

AMBOYNA. 

Mr. Kam, who went out with Mr. 
Supper and Mr. Bruckner, was appoint- 
ec to Jabor for a time at Sourabaya, 
where the people, professing Christiani- 
ty had long been destitute of divine or- 
dinances. From thence he proceeded 
to Amboyna, the chief of the Molucca 
islands where he statedly resides and 
officiates as pastor of the Dutch church. 
There also, the people had long been in 
a destitute condition, the Lord’s supper 
had not been administered for about thir- 
teen years. Bibles and Testaments he 
says, are much. wanted ; he is of opinion 
that 20,000 copies are requisite for the 
full supply of the people, and that they 
would readily be purchased by them.

About three years ago, Mr. May 
was permitted to settle at Chinsurah, a 
town on the east side of the river Hoogh- 
: miles north of Cal. 
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tlemen who had visited them ; it was al- 
so suggested, that his plan of instruc- 


tion, when matured, "might possibly ‘be | 


generally aaopted in that populous coun- 
try. Wehave now the pleasure to state, 
that this expectation is realized; and 
that Mr. May has been encouraged to 
establish in that very populous neigh- 
borhood twenty schools, containing one 
thousand six hundred and fifty-one chil- 
dren, among whom are 258 sons of Brah- 
mins. These schools he regularly su- 
perintends; and in so doing, receives 
encouragement and support from the 
regular authorities of the country. Mr. 
May having the prospect of extendinghis 
operations still more widely,earnestly de- 
sires that one or two able persons, posses 
sing a Missionary spirit, may be speed- 
ily sent out as additional superintendants. 
The Directors are happy to say, that they 
have already. engaged for that purpose, 
Mr. Henry Townley, whose ardent zeal 
in the Missionary cause induced him 
to relinquish his ministerial engage- 
ments at Paddington, where his labors 
met with great acceptance, and where 
his prospects of comfort and success 
were unusually inviting. He is associa- 
ted with Mr. Keith, one of the students 
from Gosport. with wham he lately sailed 
for Calcutta, which may justly be styled 
the metropolis of the East: where ina 
varicty of ways, there is ample scope for 
the exercise of their talents; and where, 
we trust, in addition to fetlow-laborers of 
the Establishment, and of other denomi- 
nations, they will be rendered abundant- 
ly useful, as instruments of extending 
the kingdom of Christ among the Hin- 
doos and Mahometans. 
MADRAS. 

Mr. Loveless mentions in his last let- 
ter, that he had 75 boys in the Missiona- 
ty Free School, and that he had the pros- 
pect of forming a female school on the 
same plan. The arrival of Mr. Konill 
will probably enable him to adopt Mr. 
May’s improved plan, and to extend his 
operations in like mauner. 

GANJAM. 

Mr. Lee attends once a week at the 
hospital, to instruct our sick and dying 
countrymen, many of whom he finds har- 
dened by sin, and in a state of almost 
heathen darkness. Heis still proceed- 
ing with his translation of the book of 
Genesis into the Tclinga language.

Since that time, 
Messrs. Gordon, Lee, and Pritchett, 
have labored assiduously to support the

fear that he will be underthe necessity 
of relinquishing the mission, at least for 
atime.

MAURITIUS.

[The following incident actually took place 
in Great Britain a few years since. The re-
